Agricultural Groups See The Need 
For Further Information 

An increased demand forthe ser- 
vices of agricultural economists was 
forecast by Dr, J. F. Booth, head of 
the Dominion Agricultural Depart- 
ment’s Economics Division in an ad- 
dress to the 17th annual meeting of 
the Canadian Agricultural Economics 
Society at Macdonald College, Ste. 
Anne de Bellevue. 

The.Economics Division must pro- 
vide information useful to farmers, 
those marketing agricultural pro- 
ducts and governments dealing with 
the farmers’ industry, Dr. Booth 
said. ; 

Since establishment of the division 
in 1929, much of the initial’ work 
had been to build up factual informa- 
tion on problems faced by the in- 
dividual farmer. During the war, 
much of the research had’ been cur- 
tailéd, but the division had helped 
in developing and administrating 
numerous farm policies. : 

Practically every type of activity 
carried on before the war was repre- 
sented in requests made to the divi- 
sion by agricultural groups through 
out the country for additional re- 
search work.
